QUITE EXPLICIT. 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE ON Two} 


QUESTIONS PLAIN. 


(SY PIREcT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.)

Excavators at Thebes Find Tomb 
and Jewelry of Queen 
Tausert. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Feb. 29.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] No less a jewel 
than the crown of one of old 
Egypt's Queens has been dis- 
covered by the newest excava- 
tions at Thebes. In a tomb was 
revealed the royal jewels cf 
Queen Tausert, wife of Seti II, 
who was grandson of Rameses 
II.

BRITISH COMMERCIAL CIRCLES 
WATCH THE MIKADO. 


Cause of Suspicion is Numerous 
Complaints in Recent Menths Re- . 
garding Obstruction of Foreign 
Trade on Part of Sons of Nippon in 
Ports of Manchuria and China. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
SHANGHAI, Feb. 29.—There is a 
growing distrust in British commercial 
circles on the Chinese coast of the en- 
tire policy of the Japanese government 
in the Far East, and of recent months 
there has been a succession of com- 
plaints regarding the obstruction of 
foreign trade in Manchuria. 
This particularly affects the British 
steamship companies, and officials of 
these lines say that obstacles are 
placed in the way of their steamers 
going to Port Dainy. The opposition 
of Japan to the extension northward 
of the Hsin Min Tun Rallroad also is 
adversely criticised here, it being con- 
tended that her sole object in this re- 
gard is to eliminate any possibility of 
op te her lines in Manchuria. 
Britain is now negotiating at 
Tokio on the question of trade-marks, 
and in this connection, one of the 
critics of Japan says: 

“It is difficult to convince Japan that 
no satisfactory solution can be arrived 
at under the existing jaws, which are at 
variance with the com morality 
of civilized nations." 

It is considered essential in English 
circles here that England should press 
new merk laws upon Japan.

A riot call was sent in 
and twenty patrolmen were detailed 
to disperse the meeting. 
When the squad of policemen arrived 
they threatened to use violence unless 
the Socialista dispersed.

After some 
difficulty the police pushed their way 
through the crowd. Mrs. Shuck was 
placed under arrest for speaking on 
the street without a permit.

ED TAPE LETS 
JAPS GET AWAY. 


MYSTERIOUS LANDING NORTH OF 
SANTA BARBARA. 


Party of Nipponese Comes Ashore 
in Smali Boat and Secures Accom- 
medations in Hotel—County and 
Federal Officers Are informed but 
Nething Done About it, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SANTA Feb. 29.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Siow unwinding 
of official red tape seems to be respon- 
aivle for the escape of seven Japanese 
who were mysteriously on the 
beach a mile west of Naples, sixteen 
miles north of here, several days ago. 

The Japanese, three men and four 
women, applied at the Naples Hotel 
for lodging. The women were dressed 
in male attire, and the entire party 
locked as if they had been ship- 
wrecked. Earlier in the afternoon, 
however, people along the beach in the 
vicinity of Naples, had seen a small 
boat containing seven people far out 
on the channel. If ig believed that 
some steamer from the Orient dropped 
these people off this coast, to find their 
way ashore there rather than risk ar- 
rest and deportation at open ports. 

George Mack of the Naples Hotel 
telephoned to Quarantine Officer Stod- 
dard here, who sought Sheriff Stewart 
with the news. The Sheriff could do 
nothing, and notified the United States 
Marshal's office in Los Angeles. There 
said the office had no jurisiliction 
and would notify the Immigration Bu- 
reau. Nothing was done. In the mean- 
time the Japs left for the North on 
the train, after remaining three days 
at the Naples Hotel, where they bought 
a change of clothes. They seemed to 
be well supplied with money, but were 
exceedingly tive ebout 
themselves and. their mission. The 
officials here believe the case to be one 
of smuggling. 

CONTEMPT CITATION. 

A citation for alleged contempt of 
court was issued by Judge Walter 
Bordwell of Los Angeles, sitting in the 
Superior Court today, against Leslie 
Allen, a youth, and his grandfather,

- “The Chicago American has declared itself once 
more for the benefit of its thousands of Catholic 
readers, who, we hope. wil) take this lesson to heart: 
That a newspaper like the American is a blight 
and a source of untold harm in the Catholic home.” 

This Chicago Catholic organ (the New World) 
says of the Italian who committed the crime and 
of the one who murdered President McKinley: ‘““The 
assassin in each case was a deluded, weak-minded 
degenerate who had heen maddened into the com- 
mission of crime by hearing the passionate, intem- 
perate utterances and reading the criminally sug- 
gestive literature of ‘gentlemen’ anarchists who, too 
cowardly to carry out in person their diabolical 
plots against society, play upon ignorance and the 
criminal instincts of their unfortunate victims, un- 
ti] they have goaded them to bloody acts of violence 
such as that which has just been recorded.” 

Every word of this is true, as thousands of us 
know in our inmost souls. But the ultimate re- 
sponsibility is not touched yet. The “yellow press” 
is here to make money. The business men who, 
through fear of a “roast” or through the cupidity of 
, a dollar, support such incendiary journals must bear 
_ the blame in the last analysis. 

Nor is the absolutely “yellow press” the only sin- 
ner, nor the chief sinner. As we have said often, 
the Most he-biped and the Goldman she-biped may 
mouth until their breath gives out and society will 
remain unmoved. But when men of respectability 
“end reputed right morals—William J. Bryan, for 
example—mount a rostrum and harangue against 
the social system as it is, their homeopathic doses 
of poison little by -little affect the minds of tens of 
thousands. The “yellow press” may preaci assas- 
sination and the danger to society is small, for it 
only affects half-crazy creatures like the murderers 
of the President and of the priest. But the semi- 
restrained newspapers—whidh by hundreds have 
taken up this wretched cry against the “man higher 
up,” against business men in a wholesale way as 
“predatory rich,” against wealth in general as 
“swollen fortunes,” against innocent corporation 
| managers as “all deliberate lawbreakers,” against 
all combinations of capital as monopolies—these 
are all preparing the ground for the seed of the 
“yellow press” to fall in and bear a big harvest. 

What has this cry done already? It has led hun- 
dreds of thousands of men and women who have 
been sent into this world with limited ability, who, 
worse still, have never practiced economy, who are 
in many cases not over-industriovs, to think that 
their failure to acquire a vast fortune is not be- 
cause they have not the talent for business, or ap- 
plication at business, not because they have been 
wasteful, extravagant, perhaps idle, dissipated, but 
because “society” is at fault, because the laws are 
unfair, because their employers have robbed them, 
because everything is against the honest person, 
and that it is no use to try. 

We hear much about limiting the amount of 
wealth that any man should be permitted to hold, 
much to the effect that $1,000,000 cannot be justly 
acquired in a lifetime, and many crude notions of 
the same kind. These half-yellow newspapers daily 
encourage such notions. Their readers spread them 
broadcast. The talk reaches the ears of the 
wretched. It comes from the mouths of people of 
respectable positions, and from newspapers which 
‘are not branded with a distinctly yellow streak. 
Then the continual dlowing kindles a flame—and 
the anarchist's bomb explodes. 

The question, what is “society?” is never allowed 
to trouble these crude thinkers. “Society” is the 
aggregate of us all, and no man owes anything to 
another which is not a reciprocal debt. Society owes 
no man anything more than an even opportunity 
to use what talent, industry, ability, ekill, endow- 
ment of any kind he may be sent into the world 
with or may have acquired here. And “society” 
cannot furnish any one with brains, or ability, or 
prudence, or providence. 

These are basic ideas as old as society, as un- 
changeable as the law of gravitation. But the 
waves of Populism and socialism, new thought, the 
charging of “society” with the duties of each indi- 
vidual, have caused many to forget these principles, 
and are teaching notions subversive to society, be- 
cause contrary to these basic principles,

point? Law is general, universal. Will you make a 
law which will bold a man homest who makes and 
saves money as he pleases—hopestly, of course— 
until he shall be worth $190,000, or $500,000, or $1,- 
000,000, and then brand him aes @ thief if he saves 
1‘ one more doliar?

ERRY WU. 

, Our merry old friend Wu Ting Fang has re- 
turned to this country to take up the yellow man’s 
burden in the diplomatic line at Washington. He is 
as happy and likewise as canny as ever. An army 
of interviewers met him at San Francisco day before 
yesterday and he routed it horse, foot and artillery; 
in other words not a man on the staff of any north- 
ern newspaper made him say anything he did not 
wish to remark. 

The talk of trouble between China and Japan he 
dismissed with an airy wave of his long-nailed 
fingers. The relations between the two countries 
“are corlial,” he said, just as cordial as the wolf was 
before he swallowed the lamb. But which is to be 
the far eastern wolf? China is organizing a real 
army, not a Boxer brigade, and Wu remarked, “It 
is a good army—yes, a modern army.” But genial 
Mr. Wu intimated in his really pleasant way that 
there is not likely to be war Anywhere. These 
armies are got together for the fun of the thing 
and millions of dollars (Mexican) are expended in 
military preparations simply to be in the fashion. 
Wu may represent the dragon which may become 
the wolf, but he is still as foxy as ever. : 

The awakening of China is very interestingly re- 
ferred to in The Times Magazine today. The arti- 
cle is particularly apropos and taken in conjunction 
with Minister Wu's statements in yesterday's issue 
should do a great deal to open the eyes of the 
American people to the vast forward movement on 
the other side of the Pacific. The oldest civilization 
in the world ts taking on the modern airs of the 
youngest. Of course China is still far in the rear 
on the path of progress, as we reckon it, but it is 
negotiating for seven-league boots, and the time ig, 
not far distant when it will be abreast of Japan. 

‘This advancement of China is a great aid to the 
preservation of peace in the Far East. With its 
modern army it will keep Japan in check. “A good 
army—yes, a modern army,” as Wu calls it, is an 
excellent curb to use on a flery, prancing power 
which is “feeling its oats.” But though the Chi- 
nese have a large army they do not wish to be made 
to try its mettle. They are the most peaceful peo- 
ple in the world. The Celestials really wish peace 
on earth. They want to live the tranquil life, and, 
having inherited calm, it takes a good deal to dis- 
turb them. But when aroused they are veritable 
devils. If ever Japan and China meet in battle 
again the story will be vastly different from that 
which related the ludicrous campaign of fourteen 
years ago. As Minister Wu says. China has “a good 
army—yes, a modern army.” And that counts.

RIFF ARK OF THE COVENANT. 

“California lemons may eventually, be the only 

variety sold in eastern markets.” That is what a 
leading fruit dealer of Boston, now visiting South- 
ern California, says. 
-Last year these eastern markets absorbed im- 
ported lemons the cost of which was $4,253,296. Im- 
ported oranges cost the people of the country $354,- 
495. Times were when imported oranges cost us as 
much as $7,000,000 a year. That is not long ago. 
Now California oranges have driven the imported 
out of the market almost totally. The protection 
given to native-grown oranges has made the won- 
derful development of the industry possible.. 
protection has done for orange growing it will do 
for lemon growing if the protection is strong 
enough. The Dingley tariff act has done this good 
work for the orange-growing industry. The tariff 
is 1 cent a pound on citrus fruit, or about 60 cents & 
box. This, with the superior quality of our oranges, 
has overcome the competition of cheap labor in 
Southern Italy and Sicily and cheap freight between 
Mediterranean ports and this country. But the sur- 
pilus lemon crop of Southern Europe is so large it 
still seeks a market here. 

The protection is none too high. Labor in South- 
ern Italy which handles the fruit, mostly that of 
children and women, costs 10 to 26 cents a day, in 
California $1 to $2.50. The freight cost betewen the 
ana el Vous not_over Ka cents 


them under our flag. The freight from California to 
eastern points is twice as much. It costs about 35 
cents to put a box of our fruit on the cars and with- 
out ice, $1 on lemons and 90 cents freight on or- 
anges. The cost is thus $1.25 to $1.35 a box. The 
same items from Sicily cost about 65 to 60 cents. 
Then there is the extra cost of cultivating the 
ground here. This, added to the difference of at 
least 70 cents, as above, would more than make up 
the amount of protection in the duty. ! 

The free-trade contention of the Populists, acqu!- 
esced in by a few unsound Republicans and papers 
of the same false views, is that the tariff makes the 
fruit cost consumers more money. Market figures 
will correct this notion. In all cases the result of 
industries fostered by protection is to eventually 
give our people cheaper prices than they bad been 
paying when foreign goods held a monopoly of the 
market. It is so with fruit. 

* ‘The lemons imported last year were not sold in 
Boston and other eastern cities on the basis of cost 
to the importers. The California lemons made the 
price. Under conditions prevailing here lemons 
must bring the grower not less than $1 per box to 
make the industry profitable. This fs a net price. 
Add $1.35, cost of taking the fruit from the tree and 
laying it down in eastern markets, with com- 
mission, and we find $2.50 about as low an #verage 
as lemons can be sold at wholesale. The imported 
lemons do not cost so much in eastern cities, duty 
paid. But it is quite within bounds to say they 
average that price, because California lemons fix 
the price. The importers get just what they can 
‘and shut out the California fruit, or prevent ours 
from shutting out the imported. As our crop in- 
creases and drops in cost to the consumer, the wn- 
porter will come down until it is shut out, or sells 
so low as to force ours out. 

The use of fruit in the daily ration of the people 
is increasing rapidly. The increase in the use of 
lemons will be rapid. We are just beginning to 
learn the preservative effect of this fruit on hea!th. 
With proper tariff protection there is every reason 
to hope that California will be able in time to sell 
$10,000,000 worth of lemons annually. 

California fruit growers of all classes will weigh 
these considerations well next November when they 
cast their votes for Presidential electors, for Con- 
greasmen and for members of the State Legisla- 
ture who will. elect a United States Senator. Those 
who are wise will not like children play with edged 
toole whose uses they do not know and take any 
chances on a free-trade President and House of 
Representatives under the false notion that the Sen- 
ate will block the way to free-trade measures. The 
Senate may prevent the passage of a bad tariff law, 
but ‘St cannot stop violent free-trade discussion in 
a Populist House of Representatives with a Populfst 
President to cheer them on. Another thing. For 
the first time in many years a dangerous tariff 
heresy has gained a lodging in the minds of some 
Republicans; a few of them are in the Senate and 
more of them may break ‘in from time to time.

AIN OF A SENATOR. 

The Republican party gains a United States . 
Senator and the country gets a good statesman in 
the Senate by the election of William O'Connell 
Bradley in the Kentucky Legislature. The long 
deadiock was broken Friday by the vote of four 
Democrats who have all the time been uncompro- 
misingly opposed to the reélection of former Gov. 
Beckham. These four had been voting for members 
of their own party until the situation became hope- 
less and then they came over to the Republican can- 
didate. 

The new Kentucky Senator is a man of wide 
reputation. His life since he was 21 has been de- 
voted largely to politics. He is now 61. For twelve 
years he has been on the Republican National Com- 
mittee. He has the distinction of being the only 
member of his party ever elected Governor in his 
State.

E. Straw. “I never suspected any- 
thing until he was arrested, and he 
tells me that as soon as he found what 
the McReynoldt boy was doing, he 
stopped going with him.” 

“Fred and Eddie never gave me any 
trouble until they fell in with that 
McReynolds boy.” said their father. 
John Y. Bechrich. “I never suspected 
what was going on. That boy is to 
blame.”" Eschrich then began to de- 
nounce McReynolds, but the court 
stopped him. 


saids Mrs. McReynolds. “He is very 
ingenious and has a decided mechan- 
feal turn, but I never thought he would 
do these things charged against him.” 

“Lack of proper parental supervision 
is at the root of the whole affair.” said 
School Supervisor H. F. Clark of Holly- 
wood.

“This morning, when I arose, I asked 
my wife if she would get me some 
e . | wanted them soft boiled, and 
forgot: to tell her about it. She fried 
them. When I walked into the kitchen 
and observed this, I remonstrated. My 
wife. was not feeling well, and one 
word led to another. She picked up 
the skillet and threw the contents in 
my face. I do not want to see her 
punished, but since it is against the 
law for me to make an forcible im- 
pression upon the woman, I would like 
the court to administer a fine to pre- 
vent any repetition of egg slinging. 

The justice fined the woman $5, but 
payment Was not demanded.

POLICE COURT PROSECUTORS 
LOSE LONG FIGHT. 


Supreme Court Sustains City Au- 
diter and Treasurer in Refusal to 
Pay Fleming and Assistant Ap- 
pointed by District Attorney and 
Return to Old System Is in Sight. 


City Prosecutor E. J. Fleming and 
his assistant at the Police Court ap- 
parently have been performing a labor 
of love for the city during the last 
year Yesterday the State Supreme 
Court handed down a decision sustain- 
ing City Auditor Mushet and City 
Treasurer Hance in their refusal te 
pay the salaries of the prosecutor and 
his assistant. The case was carried to 
the Supreme Court by the city after it 
had been decided against the city by 
the Superior Court here. 

The probable result of this decision 
is that the City Attorney will appoint 
two prosecutors to take the place of 
those appointed by the District At- 
torney. As there was some feeling ev- 
idenced between the City Attorney and 
the District Attorney at the time the 
present appointments were made it is 
possible that Mr. Hewitt will select 
two new men to take the place of Mr. 
Fleming and his assistant. be. 

A year ago the Legislature passed a 
bill authorizing the District Attorney 
to appoint the prosecutors at the Po- 
lice Station, to be paid by the city. At 
that time the City Attorney advised 
the Council that he considered the act 
of the Legisiature invalid in that it 
required the city to pay the salaries of 
men appointeg by a county official. 

The Council declined to act, but the 
Auditor and Treasurer held back the 
salaries of the two appointees of the 
District Attorney. Fleming” brought 
suit to compel payment, the real ob- 
ject being to test the validity of the 
statute. This suit has been decided in 
favor of the city. | 

Assistant City Attorney Wilson said 
yesterday that this decision is tanta- 
mount to knocking out the Broughton 
act under which the prosecutors are 
appointed by the.

These ordera were on the 
clerk at the hotel, were signed by the 
captain and turned in as *‘cash.” 

“INDUSTRIAL STORES.” 

The army has recently established a 
fourth lodging-house, known as the 
Grace Hotel, at No. 235 Hewett street, 
where there are accommodations for 
100 men, at 10 cents for beds.

SOUP COSTS LITTLE. 

Maj. Watlte, who has charge of the 
free soup kitchen, showed me receipts 
for payment for bread ne 
a week for the last three weeks. me 
bread is given to the kitchen by mer- 
chants and bakers, but such an enor- 
mous quantity is consumed it is neces- 
sary to pay for much of it. The soup 
which is served costs very littie, as 


most of the Ingredients are contributed. 


The city makes an allowance for the 
free soup kitchen, also, so all in all, the 
kitchen may be said to cost the army 
very little. 

Maj. Waite and Capt. Campbell! are 
of the opinion that many of the men 
now frequenting the kitchen will not 
go to work so long as they can eat 
without working. It is the ifitention 
to abandon this part of the work just 
as as there is a reasonable assur- 
ance t no deserving man who wants 
to » sree is unable to find work or the 
price of a meal. 

VOLUNTEERS OF AMERICA. 

A visit to the headquarters of the 
Volunteers of America taught me lit- 
tle that I did not know before.

In the last week, the Vol- 
unteers have received in cash 14 cents. 
No one is asked to pay cash and next 
to no One does pay for his soup or bis 


The Volunteers’ headquarters at 128 
Hast First street has fifty-six beds at 
16 cents apiece and seventy-eight rooms 
at 25 cents apiece. These are all taken 
by 8 o'clock at night. At 321% East 
First street, the Volunteers have ac- 
commodations for about 200 more, at 10 
and 15 cents per night for a bed. 

Wednesday night. Mre. Gish, who is 
one of the Volunteers’ most earnest 
workers, took over 100 homeless wan- 
derers to various rooming-houses and 


paid for their beds. Most of the money 
for the same she solicited from the | 
sidewalks. 

Maj. W. M. Hughes is in charge of 
the Volunteers’ work. Capt. E. C. Tils- 
ley is his chief assistant. They have 
three industria] stores and conduct one 

spiritual meeting a night. 

SOCIALISTIC BETHLEHEM. 

I visited also the Bethlehem Insti- 
tution at Vignes and Ducommun 
streets, the institution started and 
maintained through the efforts of Rev. 
Dana Bartlett. Him I found a very 
busy man, too busy to talk and seem- 
ingly indifferent to whether the world 
likes hisstyle of work or not. 

The Rev. Bartiett has free beds at 
his place but, some of my hobo friends 
told me, the beds are so “crumby” that, 
if the Salvation Army or the Volun- 
teers learn that you have occu one 
of the Bethlehem free beds, they will 
not allow you to sieep in one of their 
beds till you have been disinfected and 
deodorized. The free beds at the 
Bethlehem Institution are on the floor. 
They consist of the floor and a thin 
mattress without covers of any kind. 

“During the stress,” said Dr. Bart- 
lett. “we took care of 200 or 300 a night. 
We have fifty er more every night 

But I remembered the warning given 
me by my hobo friends and wondered 
how much better it would be to sleep 
in a box car or indeed under the 
open vault of heaven and have no ver- 
min than to enjoy one of Dr. Bart- 
lett's free mattresseg on the floor. 

Some of the hobos who frequent the 
Bethlehem Inetitution told me that 
the establishment favored men who 
belonged to unions, that the men who 
came there for charity received it on 


old fellow who has lived at the Beth- 
lehem Institution for many months, 
told me he had never heard the ques- 
tion of labor unionism raised while he 


was there. 

“And,” said he, “I don't believe it 
ever has been raised. “Now for so- 
ciaiiem.” he c4ded, ‘that is a different 
matter.

But an old fellow who has been around 
the Bethlehem institution a long time 
told me he “dasn’t say” what he had 
seen and heard. 

I heard from several sources that 
Dr. Bartlett is very kind to his un- 
fortunates, that his place is the most 
homelike in the city and his free 
meals the best. But always there 
see to be a mental reservation and, 
try as I might, I could not find out 
what it was, 

Dr. Bartlett told me he had no beds 
for sale by the night, that his rooms 
were always taken by regular board- 
ers at $1, $1.50 and $2 a week, but 
that he never turned away a man 
who wanted a free bed on a mattress 


| on the floor. I did not ask him about 
the “crumbs.” 
Dr. Bartlett told me he was finding 


lots of work for unemployed men. He 
stated that he had jobs for 100 men 
within the next few days. I did not 
learn till several hours after I in- 
terviewed him that all the organized 
chapities of the city had formed a 
central employment bureau and that 
Dr. Bartlett was in charge of this 
centra] bureau. I thought he might 
have told me, himself. 

Dr. Bartlett serves a free meal at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. This meal, 
the hobos say, fs the best in the city. 
It is not free soup. It is a rea] meal 
with potatoes and coffee and other 
things... 

Among the other organized charities 
of the city—at least the Salvation 
Army and the Volunteers of America 
Bethlehem institution is regard- 
ed as a joke. Personally, I think Rev. 
Mr. Bartlett is a very busy man, a 
very busy man, almost too busy to at- 
tend to the manifold and multiform 
duties of his work.

INSPECTORS HAPPY. 

Dist.-Atty, Fredericks has endeared 
himself to the employés of the health 
department by sending a communica- 
tion to the Health Officer, warning him 
that the uniforms worn by the inspec- 
tors must be discarded, because they 
resemble the uniforms of the National 
Guard of California.

The members of the board seem to 
be a unit in giving the plan _ their 
hearty approval. “It is a far-reaching 
undertaking,” said Joseph Scott, “and 
we shall give it mature consideration 
before taking action.” 

Roger Page. chairman of the High 
School Committee, declared himself in 
favor of the movement for broader 
education in the public schools, but 
added: “We must have some better 
way devised for raising money before 
we can undertake it.” 

Principal Housh of the Los Angeles 
High School thinks that the cost to 
the community in general would be no 
greater than the present custom of 


sending students away to college. His 
school already furnishes post graduate 
work in several lines, and he is sure 
that the proposed plan is both desir- 
able and feasible. A canvass of tho 
several grades of the Los Angeles 
High showed that more than one-half 
of the pupils would enroll if the addi- 
tion to the course was made. 
HOUSH’S VIEWS. 

Principal Housh's reasons for advo- 
cating the plan are: “The demand is 
great and general. Enough pupils, 
from Los Angeles High School alone 
would take advantage of the instruc- 
tion to make a small college. I have 
received many letters of inquiry from 
other schools. Every community, es- 
pecially every city of the size of Los 
Angeles, should afford two years’ free 
instruction, in addition to what is now 
afforded in the High School. This is 
done in the more advanced European 
countries. Such a course need not cover 
the instruction given in all courses of a 
university, but only such subjects as 


lead directly to technical training. Such . 


a course would make the students bet- 
ter cit‘zens, 

“The demand of the time is for 
greater proficiency in preparation for 
life work. Not only the professions, 
but commerce and manufactures call 
for more expert knowleige and skill. 
It is not only the right of every capa- 
ble and ambitious student to have 
the opportunity, but it Is to the interest 
of the State to furnish the facilities. 

“The expense of the proposed course 
in connection with the work of a large 
high school would not be great. In 
Southern California there should be 
several high schools equipped for ad- 
vanced work, and in this city there 
should be at least one.”’ 

“POLY'S” HEAD PLEASED. 

Principal J. H, Francis of the Poly- 
technic High School, is enthusiastic in 
his support of President Jordan's sug- 
gestion, He says: 

“The movement to have two years 

added to the High School course is the 
next great step in secondary educa- 
tion. It will make the High School in 
reality what it has long been in name— 
the poor boy's college—and will offer 
opportunity and encouragement to 
thousands of our best young men and 
women to go on to a point in their edu- 
cational career where they can turn 
their knowledge into legitimate and 
useful fields. If at the end of these 
two years, they choose to go to coi- 
lege, as many of them will, they can 
do so without any loss of time. There 
are a great many young people today 
who have better natural qualifications 
for education, scholarship, and effi- 
ciency than the college graduate, but 
who have never had these qualities de- 
veloped because they could not see. 
their way to attain what they really 
desire. 
“We are told that the public cannot 
afford to add two years to its High 
School course. If we accept this as 
true, it means that we say to ambi- 
tious young people: ‘You may be ca- 
pable, and you are ambitious, but the 
public cannot afford you the oppor- 
tunity.” It is a cry that comes up out 
of the past and is heard against every 
progressive movement. Personally, I 
believe strongly that the American 
public is not only willing but anxious 
to support any movement that has in 
it real educational merit. 

“The difficulty does not lie in the 
cost. Show to the public that the 
High Schools are giving back to the 
public good value for the money ex-

DR. BAER’S SENTIMENTS. 

Dr. Baer of Occidental College, who 
has just returned from Stanford and 
Berkeley, expressed himself as follows: 

“There is certainly good in the idea. 
More and more the line between the 
university and the college will be 
drawn by both colleges and universi- 
ties that appreciate their proper place 
and part in education. ¢ 

“If our boards of public education 
can equip themselves to do first-class 
work (and I mean first-class. 
work,) I shall certainly applaud the 
move. Many young men and women 
will be able to secure in that way a 
collegiate education at home. 

“Very naturally, some would say 
that this move would cut into Occi- 
dental College and others of its type. 
I have no fear of this whatever. I 
am more concerned that every young 
person entitled to a collegiate educa- 
tion, but who cannot afford to pay for 
it, shall have it. Occidental and other 
similar institutions doing first-clasg 
college work will always ve an in 
creasing number of students.” 

DR. BOVARD IN DOUBT. 

Dr. Bovard of the University of 
Southern California said: 

“To be able to give a pronouncement 
upon the question of converting the 
high schools into colleges by adding 
two more years to their curricula and 
giving them authority to confer de- 
grees would require a more careful 
consideration of the queation in all of 
its bearings than I have been able to 
give up to the present time, I am 
frank to say. however, that it does not 
appeal to me as a wise course to pur- 
sue. May we not discover in the press- 
ing of this question the influence of 
that spirit of commercialism, which 
is so prevalent in these days? The 
over-anxiety to shorten the time of 
preparation for life's duties and re- 
sponsibilities? It suggests the extreme 
sWing of the pendulum from the purely 
culture element in education to the 
purely practical or materialistic. 

“Economy of time in education is not 
always true economy to the man who 
desires to realize the full purpose of 
his being. Quality, rather than quan- 
tity, is the supreme need of today. 
This result cannot be obtained if we 
lower the value of the baccalaureate 
degree. For the average student four 
yeurs In addition to the four years of 
high-school training are not too many 
to spend in preparation for his higher 
work tn university specialization. I, 
therefore, feel that the proposed radi-

CUBA'S CURRENCY PROBLEM. 

“Yes. We have three kinds of cur- 
rency in Cuba—American, Spanish and 
French, the last two being in gold 
coin. American money,- howéver, is 
really the currency of the Cuban peo- 
ple and circulates everywhere. Santi- 
ago, for Instance, will take nothing 
else. Last year many of the cigar- 
makers in and around Havana asked 
that their wages be paid in United 
States money instead of Spanish gold, 
When their demand was denied they 
struck. After being idle from Febru- 
ary to July they went back to work on 
their own terms. They are now re- 
ceiving American currency in its va- 
rious forms, paper and coin, and all of 
it is as good as gold to them. By and 
by no other money will be used on the 
island.

mind the work. With their greater 
strength they eeldom fill less than 100 
boxes a day; indeed, some have been 
known to pack 170 in a single day. It 
is a novel sight to see a fast packer 
at work. One can scarcely imagine 
with what rapidity the hands can fold 
the paper around the orange and place 
it properly in the box. As each girl 
finishes a box, she puts one of her 
numbered tickets upon it and it is 
carried away to the press, by the livel 

rustier. There the pressman lifts it 
upon his machine, forces the protrud- 
ing fruit down to the level] of the top 
of the box and nails on two small 
boards for a cover. It is the duty of 
men packers to carry their own boxes 
to the press, for which extra service 
they receive extra pay. 

Another rapid workman is the box 
maker. The average number made per 
day is about 450, those more skilled 
with the hatchet easily turn out from 
600 to 700 boxes in ten . Forty- 
two nails are required to e a strong 
box: therefore if a man makes 660 
boxes, he drives 27.300 nails, or about 
forty-five nails a minute, besides hand- 
ling the shooks. One of the interesting 
diversions of packing-houwse life is the 
box-making contest that always occurs 
when there arrives in a district a new 
box maker with a “speedy record.” 
Wagers lost and won at such events 
sometimes amount to a seagon’s hard- 
earned pay. The contestant@ hammer 
away until “time” is called, n they 
retire amid loud applause, so heated 
and nervous that their hands tremble 
for dgys after. While all ame fast 
workmen, it is always known that one 
must be the fastest, and there Is no 
end of boasting and betting untf] it is 
determined “which one.” 

After the packed boxes tn the house 
have be4n tallied by the foreman, they 
are trucked out into the refrige 
car and nailed firmly into place by the 
clever car loader. The car doors 
closed, the seal is placed upon them 
by t:e railroad company’s agent, and 
the fruit is ready for its long journ 
across the continent. Three hund 
and sixty-two boxes of oranges, (eac 
weighing about seventy-two pounds,) 
is the number loaded into the car in 
order to “make weight” for the rafl- 
road company, which is 26,064 pounds, 
or thirteen tons; the company refuses 
to take the responsibility of any weight 
exceeding 26.000 pounds to the car. 

About all the box material comes 
from the Pine Box Agency. to which 
most of our Coast sawmills , 
The magnificent pine forests of the 
West are rapidly disappearing to sup- 
ply the heavy demands of this gigantic

Industrial Independence, 
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LABOR—HATRED 


BOUT the most active lobby in 
Washington at the present sessicn 
of Congress is that of union labor. 
While employers and corporations are 
willing to trust their interests to pres- 
cnt laws and the disposition of the 
courts to do exact justice, union labor 
is seeking, through every possible 
means to secure the enactment of laws 


tion heretofore taken by the unionites, 
that they are above the ordinary laws 
regulating human rights. The several 
reverses that have. been recently ad- 
ministered by the courts has not made 
the representatives of the unions any 
more modest or disposed to meet em- 
rloyers on equal grounds, but instead 
a special effort is being made to pre- 
vent the courts from issuing injunc- 
tions to restrain boycotting and intimi- 
dation by organized labor or their 
friends. 

Among the bills now before Congress 
is one providing that no writ ‘of in- 
junction nor temporary restraining or- 
der shall be granted in any case with- 


-| out reasonable previous notice to the 


adverse party, or his attorney, ef the 
time or place of hearing for the same. 
Another one provides that no restrain- 
ing order nor injunction shall be 
granted by any court of the United 
States in any case between employer 
or employés, unless necessary to pre- 
vent irreparable injury to property or 
to a property right of the party making 
the application, for which injury there 
is no adequate remedy at law. 

The object of these additions 
to present laws is to either so delay 
the issuance of injunctians that desired 
ends may be accomplished by strikers, 
jor to prevent any injunctions being is- 
sued. The only purpose of an injunc- 
tion is to prevent what the courts 
have decided to be persecution of em- 
ployers of , labor or intimidation cf 
workingmen who prefer to work as 
they please instead of as some brutal 
walking delegate may please. There is 
never anything in an injunction that 
will oppress an honest workingman, 
nothing to restrain him from the exer- 
cise of all his personal rights. No man, 
however, has any right to attempt to 
ruin a former employer or to prevent 
a fellow workingman from exercising 
his God-given right to work for whom 
he may please, and if he may choose 
to work for $2.5@ per day when the 
union demand is for $3.50 per day it is 
kis equal privileges.

Another vicious law asked of Con- 
gress provides that the right to con- 
tinue the relation of employer and em- 
ployé or to assume or create such rela- 
tion with any particular person, or at 
all, or to carry on business of any par- 
ticular kind, or at any particular place, 
or at all, shall be held as property or a 
property right. This is an evident un- 
ion attempt to put employers into a 
position where unionites can do them a 
business injury if they assume to make 
an agreement with workingmen to the 
disadvantage of union demands. The 
unwillingness of labor unions to be- 
come incorporated so that they may 
become responsible for their actions Is 
in sad contrast with this union at- 
tempt to get Congress to enact a law 
that will enable unionites to 

every employer who may seek to run 
an open shop in defiance of labor un- 
ionism. 

Another curious demand of Congress 
provides that the agreement between 
persons concerning the terms or condi- 
tions of employment, or concerning any 
act or thing to be done or not to be 
done with reference to a labor dispute 
shall constitute a conspiracy or other 
criminal offense or be punished or pre- 
sented as such. In other words if an 
employer requires any agreement from 
his employés with reference to a labor 
dispute it will become a case of con- 
spiracy. Unionites may, however, con- 
spire as much as they may please for 
the destruction of the same employer's 
business 


If the members of Congress could all 
be relied upon to be as discriminative 
in the enactment of legislation as the 
courts must in construing the 
same there would be no 
employers of labor to keep watch.

Another Labor Law Flaw. 


A curious situation has arisen in 
Congress with reference to the law 
regulating the hours of service for erm- 
ployés on interstate reilroads, whicn 
was passed last spring and was signed 
March 4, 1907. The act contained li 
provision that it should go into effect 
at the end of one year, so that it will 
be practically in operation on the 
fourth of next month.

MORE CITRUS FRUIT GROVES. 


Ranchmen throughout the Southwest 
are awakening to the fact that many 
years musi elapse “efore the wuapnly 
of American oranges and lemons will 
be enough to fill the demand witheut 
importation, and for that reason sev- 
eral large planting of trees are being 
made. Nearly $06 acres of Valencias 
are being set at Riverside, a larsce 
number of trees is being placed at 
Arlington Heights, at Hagrove a 
tract is being planted in lemons, while 
in Ventura county several hundred 
— have been devoted to this citrus 
ru 

It is noteworthy that the navel or- 
ange is not receiving as much atten- 
tion as formerly. This is explained by 
the preponderance of t-at variety al- 
ready growing, and by the fact that 
Valencias bring greater profits, The 
latter last year averaged from $2.50 
to $3.50 a box, while the navel brought 
only from $1.50 to $2.50, 

_ Noticeable is the heavy increase in 
the production of lemons. Leas than 
three years ago they were a loss on 


the East, which made it impossibie to 
ship at an advantage. Some ranchers 
dug out their lemon trees and planted 
oranges. During the last *wv seasons 
this has changed. The railruads have 
made an equable rate, and the shipper 
is meeting with a fair share of suc- 
cess in getting his product to mar- 
ket and realizing a sufficient 
margin of profit to pay for the work 


to bear. 

The outlook for the Crlifornia lemon 
is better than ever before. The fruit 
arrives in the eastern markets before 
that from Sicily, its only real competi- 
tor. which last year sent at least 
1,500,000 bexesr to the United. States. 
From thia State only about 1 000,000 
boxes are handled. | 

This year California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange estimates the vutput from 
the State will be 2.069.000 nores, The 
Sicilian crop, although as large a¢ for- 
merly, has had a setback on account 
of urfavorable wWeathr, which ha- 
caueed inferior fruit.

The boats which are 
to go to the Philippines are the Plunger 
and the Porpoise, both of which are 
also at the navy yard undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs. 

The officials at the navy yard have 
not yet decided what changes will be 
made in the Caesar in order to enable 
her to safely carry the ‘submarines on 
the trip half-way arotnd the world. 
That the boats wil! be placed on the 
collier’s deck is probable, but the main 
problem before the officers in charge of 
the shipment. is arranging for the

for schoolboys and college!istudents was 
most successful. The first night 
eighteen schoolboys won junior marks- 
man medals, with scores ranging from 
43 to 49 out of a possible 50, firing five 
shots prone and five shots standing. 
Although intended principally for High 
School boys, other boys were  per- 
mitted to shoot, the youngest being 
only 10 years of age. Matches were 
arranged on the sub-target gun ma- 
chine between various schools, as well 
as with the 22-caliber rifle. 

In the university match, Columbia, 
George Washington, Cornell, Harvard 
and Yale were represented by teams of 
four, finishing in the order named, 
with only forty points difference be- 
tween the two extremes. P. Agra- 
monte of Columbia made a “possible,” 
which means the highest score possi- 
bie, off-shoulder, and K. Kroger, also 
of Columbia, made a “possible’’ prone, 
as did J. W. Pattison of George Wash- 
ington and M. C. Allen of Harvard. 

The schoolboy team match, open to 
teams representing any public or pri- 
vate school in the United States not 
giving collegiate or university degrees, 
six on the team, was won by the Cur- 
tis (New York City) High School, with 
a score of 569 out of a possible 1000. 
The Commercial High Schoo! team lost 
by only one point, making 568; Manual 
Training High School came in with 
564, and Morris High School with 563 
and DeWitt Clinton School with 561. 
Fourteen teams were entered, includ- 
ing the Paterson, N. J., High School, 
St. John's Military School, New York 
Military Aeademy, Stamford, Ct... High 
School and Pinery Schoo! of Elizabeth, 
N. J. About 200 schoolboys won the 
junior marksman’s medal, given for a 
minimum score of 42, of which at. least 
20 must pe made off shoulder and 22 
prone, out of a possible total of 50. 

A large number of prizes, medals, 
etc., were distributed, and it is esti- 
mated at least 22,000 shots were fred 
in the competitions. 

TEACHING BOYS. 

Under modern conditions the instruc- 
tion of boys in shooting is attended 
with substantially no danger whatever. 
First they are taught to aim and fire 
a gun attached toa machine known as 
a “sub-target machine.” No ammu- 
nition is used in connection with this 
contrivance, but the gun is connected 
with a needle-like rod, so that it regis- 
ters on a miniature target the point 
where the bullet would have struck 
on the regulation target had the gun 
been loaded. It is by no means a toy. 
for it has been adopted by the navy 
and many militia companies, and sev- 
eral thousands such machines are now 
being constructed for the French army. 
After the boys become proficient in 
aiming, they are put at work on 22- 
caliber rifies, which are of the same 
weicht and which have the same sight 
as the regular army rifies. With the 
reduced distances and targets the same 
results are obtainable indoors as out- 
doors, except for light, wind and 
mirage, and by an ingenious system 
of allowances for these, problems may 
be worked out indoors as well as on the 
open ranges. After the student is 
thoroughly grounded in holding and 
sighting the 22 rifle, and learns how 
to correct his sights so as to allow 
for wind. he is taken on the range and 
for the first time allowed to shoot the 
regulation cartridge in the army gun. 
By this time it is to be presumed he 
is sufficiently familiar with its use 
that neither he nor his comrades will 
be in any danger from its handling.

The Kentucky Teacher. 


A TALE OF OLD-TIME SCHOOL LIFE 
IN WISCONSIN.

EFORE the advent of the Yankee school teacher, 

Wisconsin drew upon the South for her educators, 

just as she did upon New Orleans for her molasses. 
Everything good, every useful commodity, came up the 
Mississippi River, and our lumber, grain, live stock and 
lead went down in steamboats, many of which were 
grander and more palatia] than the Pullman cars of to- 
day. 

Greater attention was paid to manners in those days. 
The influence of the age of Louis XIV was strong in all 
the Southern States. The pleasing exterior, good 
clothes and fine manners, were worth more to a young 
man than book learning, and to the young ladies, of 
course, they were indispensable. Indeed, women had 
not then been thought of as possible school teachers. 
Kentucky was the border State that supplied most of 
our orators and teachers. Most of the learned counsel- 
lors who afterward became judges were teachers of pub- 
lic and private schools and tutors in our best families 
before they were “called to the bar.” 

These gentlemen were all statesmen, but they were 
not all scholars. There were some, even among the 
most envied beaux of the blue-grass region, who didn’t 
know enough to teach school. Among these was Allan 
Quincy of the Little Grant School District. He was a 
distinguished-looking individual. He was portly and 
yet tall enough to make a graceful bow. He was courtly 
in his manners and agreeable in conversation. He was 
slightly bald, and had just enough impediment in his 
speech to entitle him to a comparison with Demosthe- 
nes. He was one of the Whig orators in the recent 
campaign which resulted in the election of Joe Mills 
on the Whig ticket to the office of County Superinten- 
dent of Schools. Democracy, however, was still trium- 
phant, and the air was redolent with the smell of office, 
and the good Old Hickory doctrine that “to the victors 
belong the spoils” was unquestioned even by the Whigs. 

For that reason, Allan Quincy felt that he was enti- 
tled to an office. There was a vacancy in the office of 
teacher in the little log schoolhouse in his district, and 
why shouldn't he have it? Mills was indebted to him 
and Squire Luce for the Little Grant vote, and, of 
course, he could have the job for the asking. And he 
did ask for it. He came up to Lancaster, the county 
seat of Grant county, which has the Mississippi River 
for its west boundary line, to be examined according to 
law. Mills took him upstairs to his law office; and 
there, to Allen's consternation, actually put questions to 
him about geography, grammar and arithmetic and some 
other plebeian things Wke reading, writing and spelling. 
After it was all over, he wounded Altan’s pride by tell- 
ing him that he did not know enough to teach school. 

“Why, Joe,” he stammered out, “what did we elect 
you for if we ain’t any of us going to get anything?” 

But the new superintendent was deaf to all entreaties. 
He had taken an oath to well and truly discharge the 
duties of his office. “No man,” he said, “not even Gen. 
Jackson himself, can get a certificate from me if he 
don’t know enough to teach school.” From this em- 
phatic decision there was no appeal. : 

But Allan Quincy was a crafty politician, and he 
knew where Joe Mills was weak. The weak spot of 
Achilles was in his heel, but Mills’s was in his funny 
bone. His vein of humor was so great and his fund of 
good anecdotes so large that he had been known to be- 
come so. interested in joking and story telling that he 
would forget to eat his dinner. He would rise from the 
table and follow his guests into the parior in the firm 
belief that he had eaten a hearty meal. 

Accordingly, Allan felt for his funny bone, and found 
it. “Joe,” he said finally, “will you give me a certificate 
that I don’t know enough to teach school?”

AN EASY WAY TO REMEMBER DATES.

easy method of stating offhand the day of the week of 
any date in 1908: .

The number of letters in each word represents the 
date of the first Saturday in the particular month to 
which it corresponds; thus, “Just,” for January, has four 
letters, because the first Saturday in January is the 
fourth of that month; “a,” representing February, has 
one letter, as the first Saturday in February is the first 


day of that month; and so on through all the twelve 


months. 


‘ Each word of the twelve, excepting the first “a,” be- 
gins with the same letter as the month it represents. 
Thus, “Just” begins with “J” because January begins 
with “J;" “mother’s” begins with “m” because March 
begins with “M;” and so on all through, with the ex- 
ception of “a’ for February. & é 
Having obtained the dates of the first Saturdays, the 
date of every other Saturday in the month is got by the 
addition of the necessary number of sevens, from which 
it is but a step to any intermediate day.

A Fisherman's invention. 


The sharks of the bay take almost any kind of bait, 
and it is rarely that a warship is at anchor wfthout from 
one to a half-dozen lines dangling over its stern. 
Watching a shark line is a tedious business, but it is 
strictly necessary in order for the fisherman to know 
when the monster is hooked, as his frantic rushes, if 
allowed to go unchecked, are pretty sure to cause some 
part of the line, leader, or even some of his own anat- 
omy to give away and result in his escape. The old 
scheme of tying the line around the big toe and going 
to sleep would probably work all right as far as rous- 
ing the fisherman is concerned, but the sequel m'cht not 
leave him in a condition to give the shark the immediate 
attention necessary. To this end the officers and sail- 
ors have hit on an ingenious plan. Instead of taking in 
their lines when the dinner gong sounds, or when for 
any other reason they are on duty elsewhere, they run 
a stout piece of marlin twine from the shark line up to 
the steam whistle, leaving it for the man-eater himself to 
announce the event of his being hooked by sounding a 
toot.

The main backbone range of the peninsula, 
the Sierra del Gigante, is not far from the coast at this 
latitude, and mountain sheep of splendid size are plenti- 
ful, though charagteristically wild and difficult of ap- 
proach. Several hunts have been organized by officers 
of ships visiting the bay, but so far as can be learned, 
no sheep have been killed. Deer and wild pig are fairly 
numerous in the mesquite forests of the valleys, and the 
flesh of both appears pretty regular on board ship, 
affording welcome relief from the monotony of sea fare. 


The indians fish with gaffs, harpoons, and hooks of 
bone and steel, usually meeting with good success, but 
the real fishermen of the Lower California coast are the 
Chinamen, or the half or quarter-caste descendants of 
Chinese, Indians and Mexicans. These latter are true 
beach combers, and make their livings by smuggling, 
piracy or robbery if opportunity offers, and by fishing, 
gathering abalone and pearling when business along 
their favorite lines is slack. Before \the ceding of Mag- 
dalena Bay to the United States for target practice, that 
point was a favorite rendezvous for the worst charac- 
ters of this class along the Lower California coast: since 
that time they have gradually shifted to points north 
or south where their doings will be subject to less rigor- 
ous espionage. 3 
Their Boats. 

The boats of fishermen are a compromise between 
a Chinese junk and a whaleboat. They are of fairly 
deep draught, but having no keels are not usually able 
to sail much closer than six points—about 65 degrees— 
to the wind. With a breeze from anywhere abaft the 
beam, however, they are very fast, often reeling off 
eleven and twelve knots an hour under their big lateens.

San Luis has the reputation of being the greatest dog 
and cock-fighting town in Mexico, if not in the world, 
and as such has furnished a deal of entertainment 
for the more sportily-inclined among the visiting sail- 
ors. There appears to be no legal restrictions whatever 
on the holding of these contests, and they may be pulled 
off on the street, in a back lot, or in one of the regular 
arenas. All classes and all ages seem to countenance 
and patronize the fights, and even the children of both 
sexes arrange little mains of their own. Where a 
youngster in the States wouki be trundling a doll or a 
woolly lamb or a Teddy bear, in San Luis he has his bull 
pup and his game cock, and these he nurses and fights 
and swaps in just the same spirit as an American boy 
plays tops and marbles.

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A Portrayer of Indians. 
GREAT PAINTER Casts His Lor 
WITH “VANISHING RACE.”

F you visit Crow Indian Reservation in winter, the 

chances are you will see the gleam of a sheep wagon 

top somewhere on the prairie. On making your way 

to the wagon, instead of finding the customary sheep 

herder, you will find an artist working vigorously away 

at some bit of reservation landscape, and in that way 

you will become acquainted with J. H. Sharp, universally 

conceded to be the greatest painter of Indians, besides 

_ being one of the finest langecape painters America has 
produced. 

Mr. Sharp has been honored with some great com- 
missions. Several years ago the United States gov- 
ernment purchased a dozen Indian heads for Smithson- 
jan Institution—showing how strong is the ethnolog- 
ical appeal of the man’s work—and Mrs. Phoebe Hearst 
of California gave him a five-year commission to paint 
Indian heads and pictures for the University of Califor- 
nia, which now has about a hundred paintings of the 
chiefs and leading men of various tribes. In addition, 
Mrs. Hearst has many of Mr. Sharp’s paintings in her 
private collection, which is one of the finest in the 
United States. 

Mr. Sharp’s studio proper is a commodious log cabin 
at Crow Agency. This retreat, which is filled with In- 
dian paintings from various reservations, and rare In- 
dian curios collected in all parts of the West, is called 
“Absaroke Hut"—Absaroke being the tribal name of 
the Crow Indians. It is here that Mr. Sharp does the 
bulk of his work. He spends his winters on the Crow 
reservation, for the superb landscape effects, this being 
one of the most beautiful parts of Montana. Then, too, 
the Crows are probably the finest physical specimens 
of plains Indians and make excellent subjects for the 
painter, though they are very difficult to secure for pos- 
ing. In this respect Mr. Sharp finds constant trouble. 
He visits the various reservations in rotation, and sel-

containing a stove, a bed, and “all the comforts of 
home.” The painter works in it a great deal in win- 
ter, finding it admirable for killing ground and other 
reflections, besides keeping the paint from freezing. 

Mr. Sharp has succeeded in doing what few white men 
have done—getting an insight into the real home life 
of the Indian. His Indians are not the austere, mock- 
heroic types that are painted by artists who work chiefly 
from imagination. In reality the Indian is a fun-loving 
individual, enjoying his joke and his dance and his so- 
cial hours even more thoroughly than the average white 
man. Of course he is superstitious, but there are many 
fine and beautiful things about his religion. Working 
from the sympathetic standpoint of a man who under- 
stands these things, Mr. Sharp has set a new standard 
for Indian painting and has upset many deeply-rooted 
fallacies. Thanks to him, the Indian becomes less of a 
tradition and more of a human being. Such pictures as 
“A Gift for Her. Brave,” and “The Death Spirit” are tell- 
ing glimpses into the real Indian home life, showing the 
joy and the sorrow that alternate in the tepee even as 
they alternate at the hearth of the white family. 


With the same perception, the artist seems to select 
the types that, from the ethnologist’s standpoint, are 
nearest perfect. Little Na-tu-yu (Blessed,) the Black- 
foot maiden, has a purity of profile that would grace a 
gold coin in place of the type St. Gaudens selected, yet 
she is all Blackfoot. In the portrait of Two Leggins, 
one of the leading men in the Crow tribe, all the dignity 
of this admirable and always friendly tribe stands forth. 
When his mastery of color is added to the qualifications 
that have been mentioned, it is not stramge that Mr. 
Sharp has taken preéminence in the field of Indian por- 
traiture. 

Mr. Sharp has not won his position in a day. Besides 
his struggles with his recalcitrant models, he has met 
reverses that would discourage a less earnest man.

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The Awakening of China. 
RAILROAD BUILDING AND MANY 
OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


By a S pecial Contributor. 


. China, old as all the hills, 
Burdened with a thousand ills, 
From a sleep of ages past, 
Wakens to herself at last. 


Where the coolie drags the plow 
Railroads will go screaming now, , 
Where the wild mob swarms and fights, 
‘Come clean streets and ‘lectric lights. 
{From “Ballads of Old Canton,” by Li Hung.) 
The advance of the so-called “allied armies” on 
Peking, about a decade ago, marked the awakening of 


China. Then was the imperial government forced to 


realize that to preserve the territorial integrity of the 
empire, the Celestial Kingdom must emerge from the 
chrysalis in which, for centuries, it has been enveloped. 
China saw that to deliver herself from the encroach- 
ments of the foreigner she must adopt the civilization 
which renders the foreigner formidable to her; her vast 
territory must be brought together by railways; her 
army must be schooled in modern strategies, and last 
but not least, her people must become independent of 
foreign-made goods. To these achievements the impe- 
rial government and the governors of the various prov- 
inces have been bending their energies to a degree 
hardly realized outside the empire. 

During the past ten years some marvelous develop- 
ments have been planned in China, and many of them 
are now actually under way. So comprehensive and 
ambitious are some of these ventures that if they con- 
tinue it should not be many decades before China en- 
joys as great railroad facilities, and possibly as great 
industrial facilities as Japan. The greatest develop- 
ments in China seem to be, of course, the building of 


the railways, and undoubtedly the most significant fea- | 
ture as to the apparently assured character of these 


projects is the fact that the government itself has taken 


tional Chinese “squeeze,” which is their term (trans- 
lated, of course,) for graft, is absent from the undertak- 
ings. The imperial government is supervising the ex- 
penditure of the funds in a rigid manner. In fact, the 
Chinese seem mighty carefu] to make every dollar go 
as far as possible. A quaint circular I picked up in 
Canton indicates the care taken to prevent an improper 
diversion of the funds. The cfrcular was issued by the 


President, a Chinese, of the government administration 


of the Yuet-Hau Railway Company, and thus it reads: 

“All materials of whatever description purchased by 
this railway company are to be paid in full on net price 
strictly free of commissions or returns. This has been 
already notified in the loca] English and Chinese papers. 


Owing to rumors to the contrary being recently in cir- 


culation, the undersigned begs to repeat this for the 
information of the public that in the event of any em- 
ployé of this railway company who may fraudulently 
ask the dealer to invoice any goods at an excessive 
price, or receive commissions, when once brought to 
light, he shall be heavily fined and severely dealt with. 
Any dealer transacting business with this railway com- 
pany who facilitates y employé to commit such a 
fraud which amounts to a breach of faith, his name and 
the name of his firm shall be advertised in the paper 
and no more business‘shall be transacted with him and 
his firm by this railway company in the future.” 

It is impracticable to enumerate al] the railway pro- 
jects in China. Dozens of them are under way, but 
their inclusion here would imbue an article with the 
flavor of a statistical year book. It is not alone due to 
the Peking government that the work is proceeding so

Barring a war, there seems to be nothing which can 
prevent the extensive building of railways and the rapid 
and wonderful development of the empire. The amount 
of money actually raiewe and being expended for rail- 
way construction almost surpasses belief—that is, if 
the figures and statistics given out are any ways near 
the truth, and there seems less reason to doubt them 
than the similar statements issued in the United States. 
The interpreter to a Chinese government railway offi- 
cial gave the writer the following figures, which com- 
prise son.e cf the railway loans guaranteed by ‘he gov- 
ernment, but he said there were others for which he did 
not possess the statistics. The editor of an English 
newspaper published in Shanghai corroborated the fig- 
ures given, stating, however, that they were not by any 
means completely inclusive, The total amount of 2 »v- 
ernment-guaranteed bonds in the estimate is $177,750,000 
(gold,) made up as follows: 

British 5 per cent. ($11,500,000) on the Peking-Shang- 
hai-Kuan line; Belgian 5 per cent. ($22,500,009) on the 
Peking-Hankow line; Russian 5 per cent. ($8,000,990) 
on the Chengtin-Taiyuenfu line; Belgian 5 per cent. 
($8,000,000) on the Kaifeng-Honanfu line; British 5 per 
cent. ($4,000,000) issued to the Peking syndicate, iim- 
ited, on the Taickow-Chinghua line; British 5 per cent. 
($16,250,000) on the Shanghai-Nanking line; British 5 
per cent. ($107,500,000) on the Canton-Kowloon line. 
This last line, which will soon be finished, will place 
the immense manufacturing city of Canton in touch by 
rail with Kowloon, which is on the mainland, separated 
by a narrow strait from Hongkong, the greatest port in 
the world. Hongkong and Canton are already connected 
by many lines of river and freight boats. 

All told, there is a known total of almost one hundred 
and eighty million doliars being spent and to be ex- 
pended in railway construction in China.

Last year the 
concern made a net profit of £191,047, which in Amer- 


ican money is almost $950,000. To start its work the 


company issued over a million dollars’ worth of bonds, 
so that at the present time it seems to be paying almost 
100 per cent. annually upon the amount actually in- 
vested. To tell the truth, China, like most other ori- 
ental countries, needs foreign capital, foreign adminis- 
tration, and foreign skill. Yet, although they admit the 
necessity of foreign capital, the’ Chinese, like the Jap- 
anese, do not desire the employment of foreigners where 
their own people can do the work. There are thousands 
of Japanese in China teaching the Chinese youths the 
mechanical and scientific arts. And in Tokio, Japan, 
there are about six thousand Chinese boys attending 
Japanese institutions. In the Chinese army there are 
a number of Americans and two former lieutenants in 
the American army who held lonely poets in Mindanao, 
now command salaries of $5000 a year each as military 
instructors and high officers in the Chinese army. But 
though they are anxious to learn, the Chinese as a 
whole have not yet progressed to that point where they 
ean safely leave constructive enterprises to their own 
people. Hundreds of enterprises promoted by wealthy 
Chinese fall to pieces at their own instability.

THE HENRY HUDSON BRIDGE. 


GREATEST ARCH OF CONCRETE OR STONE TO 
CROSS SPUYTEN DUYVIL CREEK. | 


[New York Sun:] There is not in the world a bridge 
span in either stone or concrete which approaches the 
dimensions of the proposed Henry Hudson memorial 
bridge to cross Spuyten Duyvil Creek. 

The central span of that structure is to be 703 feet in 
‘the clear. In steel there already exists a longer arch, 
that of the upper Niagara span, which measures 840 feet. 
The design of the Hell Gate bridge calls for a thousand- 
foot arch of steel. ; 


But in concrete there is nothing like the big span 
which is to link Manhattan to the mainland. The Engi- 
neering News declares that the largest completed con- 
crete arch is that of the Grunwald Bridge over the Isar, 
at Munich. It is only 230 feet wide. 


The Walnut Lane concrete arch bridge, now being 


of abutments. These spans become insignificant, even. 
trivial, when compared with that now proposed for the 
Hudson Memorial Bridge. 


from a comparison with the general field of masonry 
arch con tion, since the problems of design and 
erection for arches of stone and concrete are in a meas- 
ure the same. The Cabin John arch of the Washington 
aqueduct, 220 feet in span, built about half a century ago, 
was for a long time looked upon as an exceptional 
achievement, being the largest stone arch in the world. 


Only in the last eight years has it been exceeded, and 
there are now three larger spans in stone, beside the 
230-foot concrete arch at Grunwald—Adda, 230 feet: Lux- 
emburg, 278 feet, and Plauen, 295 feet. In fifty years de- 
signers have ventured only one-third beyond the limits 
set by the Cabin John arch, and only in three cases 
have they found it mecessary. Now in one leap the 
present limit is to be multiplied by two and a half. 


The Henry Hudson arch carries a double deck. The 
upper or main deck is a highway floor, 80 feet wide be- 
tween railings; it has a 50-foot roadway and two 15- 
foot sidewalks. The lower deck is to carry four tracks 
of a rapid transit railway, but as no such line is yet in 
prospect, the lower floor system is not to be put in place 
- first, but only the necessary connections provided for 
a

mental features, is estimated at $3,800,000. About one- 
half of this is chargeable to the large arch and {ts super- 
structure.

AN IMPRESSION OF A THRILLING 
LIFEBOAT RESCUE. 

From London Express. 

URING a recent gale, whose record is writ large 

in havoc and the toll of human life, I found myself 

one of a considerable crowd of people congregated 

upon the Ramsgate pier head. We hugged the lee of 

the little harbor watch house, so as to get some shelter 

from the ceaseless showers of spray which burst in great 


steam-like volumes over the parapet of the pier. | 
The wind was pouring in a steady level rush of hur- 


_ rieane fury from out of the southwest. The olive-green 


seas, flickering ghastly against the leaden scud of the 
heavens as they curled into foam, chased one another in 
a rapid, roaring tumble from beyond the vague ridge of 
the murky horizon. 


The air was charged with wet that stung the skin like 
a fusillade of darts, but 
“slish” from the whirling spray which veiled the ocean 
in a scurrying mist, it was impossible to say.

A Model Ostrich Incubator House. 


RTIFICIAL hatching has become so much of a pro- 
nounced succesg that its application is being ex- 
tended quite a little beyond the incuba- 

tion of chicken eggs. Turkey, duck and goose 
eggs are as regularly hatched in incubators 
and the young reared in brooders as those of the ordinary 
barnyard fowls. Possibly the most important acquisi- 
tion to the wooden hen (certainly so in size) is the incu- 
bation of ostrich eggs, which has been successfully car- 
ried on by ostrich breeders in Southern California for the 
past few years, the most pronounced success having been 
attained by the South Pasadena Ostrich Farm. On the 
nds of this establishment has been built a handsome 
cubator and brooder-house, with a capacity of about 
100 ostrich eggs, and the brooder apartment capable of 
accommodating some fifty youngsters. The edifice is

About Coal Oil. : | 
Much has been written and said against using coal 
oil as a remedy for throat trouble ap4 roup, but the stuff 
has real value if properly used. The writer has grown 
black-breasted red game bantams. They take cold eas- 
ily after a rain, or if out during a rain. They will never 
perch in a house unless obliged to do so, having wings 
snugly cut, and no outdoor perching places within reach. 
They will steal nests in most unexpected places and 
get caught in the rain, when they will surely take cold. 
Nothing will help a black-breasted red game bantam 
with a sudden cold more or quicker than a few drops of 
coal oil run down the throat from a spoon. Take hold 
of the lower part of the bill with the thum and finger, 
and pulling it out, a nice throat way to the crop will 
present itself, and the oil can quickly drop from a spoon 
and run over inflamed parts. The bird will breathe 
hard for a minute only, and be better in an hour. It 


is better to drop four drops than two. It is a good

this material affording a reasonable even temperature 
during all kinds of weather. Hatching is done every 
day in the year. 

The period of incubation with ostrich eggs is forty 
days, fertility averaging about 65 per cent. The chicks 


are allowed to dry off in the.incubator for twenty-four .- 


hours, much the same as with chickens. After that 
1 they are transferred to ihe orooder and given a 
ta‘..n of fine-cut alfalfa, dry bone and fine-ground grit. 
If ae weather is pleasant their duration is quite lim- 
it-' to the brooder-house, as they are given outside 
runs at once; during the winter and rainy season, how- 
ever, they are confined to the brooder-house until the 
weather is more favorable. In about a fortnight the 


chicks are given sparingly a ration consisting of cracked 


corn and bran worked up into a mash, and are then al- 
lowed range over a field of alfalfa. At the expiration 
of about three months the young commence to shed 
their baby feath@rs, gradually putting on the adult 
plumage which constitutes such an important article of 
commerce. The ostrich is a long-lived bird, the average 
age being about sixty years. It reaches its full growth 
from four to five years, and its greatest commercial 
value from the ages of six to forty years. 


Look Out for Head Lice. 


No, it is not an old-fashioned idea, which has been 
discarded, that of greasing the heads of little chicks 
With a hen mother, one 
should grease every chick head, and the mother’s head, 
but not till the chicks are hatched. If grease get to the 
eges, it will kill the chicks in them, if in any quantity, 
No matter how neat one is in all the appointments of 
the chicken yard, this little head louse manages to get 
to little chicks from the mother, and bores down into 
the head of the chick for its living. When one sees a 
little chick droopy, standing about with eyes closed, in- 
stead of hustling, it is pretty sure to be the troudle—a 
Pick up the chick, and carefully rub 
a little lard or oil or vaseline on the top of the head. 
The thing will let go as soon as-the grease gets to it, 


and one can often take it off with the finger nail. They | 
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and simple remedy for any fowl with a cold, but it 
should not be spilled over the bird carelessly. To give 
it in the early stage of the cold is being humane, being 
a preventive of further suffering. 

In cases ot pip, or where there is a tiny worm in the 
throat, one dose of coal oil will kill the worm and it 
will digest. When a stag cock is cross and nervous, if 
given a dose carefully, he will probably pass a bunch of 
long round worms, and get promptly over his indispo- 
sition. The only trouble with giving coal oil lies in an 
overdose. It does not blister, as many think, unless 
bound tightly upon the outer surface of flesh for a long 
time.

porter called at the hotel where Senator Gore lives in 
Washington the Senator had gone off to* New~ York on 
business, and aceording to his custom he had gone all 
by himself. 

He almost invariably travels alone. He has made 
a campaign tour of half a dozen States and done it quite 
alone. That’s the kind of man he is. A man who has 
learned to depend first of all on himself—and then on 
others. 

The stories of his wife campaigning with him are not 
true. She explains quite simply that she would have 
liked to go with him, but that “traveling costs twice as 
much for two as for one, and I felt that we could not 
afford it.” 

It is not by being constantly with him that she con- 
tributes her share to her husband’s success, but by 
reading to him. He has the courage and the will for 
everything elsé, but that is the thing others must do. 

Before Oklahoma was admitted, when, as Mrs. Gore 
says, “we knew Statehood was coming,” they spent 
months reading and studying works on economics and 
constitutionallaw and history. When the time came for 
the campaign for the Senatorship, the trained memory 
of the blind candidate was stored with facts which he 
had at his absolute command. As a rule, al] he needed 

do when he wanted to prepare a speech was to go 
igto a quiet room with a book in his hand and cogitate, 
he calls it. 

He is an inveterate worker. When he is not gain- 
ing knowledge through being read to he is assimilating 
it by cogitation. Sometimes, out of mistaken kindness, 
people rob him of the time he wants to spend at the 
latter occupation. 

Another man could surround himself with books and 
papers so that anybody could see that he was occupied. 
But they see Gore sitting by himself on the train or in 


‘a hotel and think he must be in need of entertainment, 


which they proceed to supply. 


“And I didn't have any time to cogitate!” will be his 
lament later to his wife. | 

Not that he doesn’t want companionship. It is y 
when he has a speech on hand, or something of that 
sort, that he objects to having his cogitation interfered 
with. He is a good fellow among men, and is also, by 
his wife’s own account, fond of the ladies. 

But hig one insatiable passion is for reading. Science, 
especially the science of government, economic subjects, 
and above all the Bible and masterpieces of oratory, 
these are the things he cares most for. But although he 
loves to hear the Bible read, he is “not much of a 
church goer.” 

Through his hearing and his speaking he does all his 
work. He never writes anything himself. He did learn 
to use a typewriter, but never liked it, and depends alto- 
gether on dictation. He can sign his name, but it is 
not a triumph of legibility. 

Ears and a tongue seem to be enough for him. Every 
morning his wife reads the daily paper to him and any- 
thing else that he needs. His younger brother, Dixie 
Gore, is his private secretary and goes through his cor- 
respondence as any one’s secretary would. 

Even people who are not blind dictate their replies 
just as Senator Gore does. The difference is that he 
keeps in his mind, always at his command, a hutidred 
times as much exact information_as most seeing, per- 
sons keep in their minds. | 

In his home town, Lawton, Senator Gore goes and 
comes“ without any escort whatever. In Washington, 
however, he has not begun to go about alone. There are 
wide, automobile-infested driveways to be crossed 
around the Capitol, whose entrances also are compli- 
cated medieys of steps and archways, swinging doors 
and preoccupied pedestrians. 

He has the subtle sense of. perception which is not un- 
common in the blind. Sometimes when he is walking 
along he will sense the nearness of stefis, or a wall, or 
some object. 

In his home town the telephone and telegraph poles 
are along the edge of the sidewalk: Often when walking 
with his wife he will put out his hand and touch one 
of these poles as unerringly as if he had eyes to see 
them. 


He says that it is something he cannot explain an‘ 
something that he can neither contro] nor depend upon. 

“If I should try to feel the nearness of objects,” he 
says, “I could do it. 
anyway. I might walk off a dozen flights of stens for 
once that I would know enough not to.” 

It isn’t to be wordered at the Senator Gore is not an 
enthusiast on the subject of outdoor life as it is ex- 
pounded by the President, for instance. There is not 
much in it for him. Yet he is a great lover of nature 
as he feels it. . 

He loves trees and flowers, especially the fragrant 
ones, with roses and southern honeysuckle in the lead. 
Their place in Lawton has more trees and shrubs than 
any other place in town, though it is what Mrs. Gore 
calls “a little home.” 

And most of these trees and shrubs were set out by the 
Senator himself. But his love for flowers and trees does 
not include animals. He has no use on earth for either 
dogs or cats. e 

In fact, aside from his friends and family there is 
only one thing of really great interest to him, and that 


$s his work. He has plenty cut out for him in the near 


future. 
As he drew the short term, he will be out of the Sen- 
ate in two years unless reélected in the meantime. So 


next summer, although he has just finished one cam- | 


paign, he must go to work on another. Fortunately he 
is perfectly well and strong, so the prospect has no ter- 
rors for him. 

It is because he has always crowded his life with work 
that he has made his blindness a matter of such small 
importance, for it really seems that to him. The handi- 
cap which looms so big to the outsider he simply does 
not waste time thinking about? Here is a little incident 
which shows how completely he has effaced the con- 
sciousness of it from his life. .

Apparently he does not., He is too busy thinking of — 
work. Undoubtedly the fact of his blindness made peo- 
ple feel kindly toward him when he became a candidate 
for Senator. But he had to fight for success 


There were four candidates, two of them being strong 
ones, and the blind man asked no quarter. He made the 
fight as any other man would have made it, and he ex- 
pects to serve his State as other men serve it. 


“It may be thought that he will be handicapped when 
it comes to following a discussion in the Senate cham- | 
ber, because he cannot see who is speaking. But the -~ 
voices will soon become as familiar to him as the faces 
are to other men. Besides this, every person who ad- 
dresses the Senate is recognized specifically by the Vice- 
President as “the Senator from ——-,” whatever State — 
it may be. With the far greater than ordinary concen-~ 
tration of attention which Gore will, be capable of giv- 
ing, he will doubtless keep better track than most mem- 
bers do of what is going on. & :

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FIELD NOTES. 


Freakish Orange Bloom. 

FRIEND writes that [ ought to see his orange 
A trees. They were in full bloom a month ago, and 
| had ripe and green fruit mingled with the blossoms. 
He has just a few trees about his dooryard. This phe- 
nomenon is very common in the south, but it is not a) 
good indication. On the contrary, it is evidence of un- 
natural conditions, and should be corrected if any one 
*knew how to do it. I have been convinced for years that 
this abnormal winter blooming has its origin in the 
fall treatment of the trees, or lack of treatment. It is 
less frequent in trees that have regular habits of growth. 
No doubt it is the inclination of all citrus trees to be 
ever-blooming. It is a most estimable habit in the 
lemon, and everything possible is done to keep this tree 
blooming, ially preceding all seasons of market ac- 
tivities. e subject of off-blooming in vranges should 
be carefully studied by our pathological authorities, as I 
know of no one now able to explain the caus2 of this ap- 
pearance in a satisfactory manner.

Lasts tracts of pasture lands in the npper portions of 


the Sacramento have been injured by an insect in its, 
larval form, known as the Crane Fly. In some cases 
the pasture has been entirely destroyed. But the work 
of this insect will soon cease, as the transformation to 
the adult and harmless stage is about completed. Ento- 
mologists teil us that this fly occurs scarcely once in a 
decade, and it has been about twelve years since its last 
appearance here. The fly does its work by eating the 
grass roots just below the surface of the soil. Though 
ts destruction of verdure is great, no remedy is prac- 
ticable or nécessary unless the fly makes its appearance 
more frequently. Perhaps the overflow of last March 
brought about the most favorable conditions for its mul- 
tiplication. I was told that the great inundation of Sut- 
ter county last spring killed every gopher in the district 
except those burrowing in the levee, and all the jack rab- 
bits were drowned along with the gophers.

Treating Fence Posts. 


$ dimension stuffs get scarcer and more expensive 

the problem of preserving woods used by farmers and. 
city property owners becomes more acute. It is well to 
know that experiments have shown that many remedies 
for timber decay and subterfuges such as setting posts 
small end down are practically valueless in preventing 
post decay: Piling stone around the base, setting in 
concrete and drainage do not pay for the cost in protect- 
ive effect. Charring the posts, painting, soaking in cop- 
per sulphate and covering with coal tar have their mer- 
its. but there is one preservative so much better than 
any named alfove that it is now being generally recom- 
mended. It is the creosote process. 

In every case, whether treated or untreated, dhly sea- 
soned timber should be used. ay is universally at- 
tributed to the attacks of fungous or bacterial germs. 
These influences cannot prevail to any great extent where 
water, air and other growing conditions are prevented 
from leading the germs into the wood tissues. Creosote, 
applied at a temperature of about 215 degrees, is by far 
the best preserving process ever tried. 

The following conclusions as to selection and prepara- 
tion of fence posts may be of value: 

The resistance of all treated posts to decay is alike, 
regardless of the kind of wood used; hence only the 
cheaper woods should be used, and the more valuable 
kinds should be saved for other purposes. Since sap- 
wood can be impregnated better than heartwood, posts 
with much sapwood are the best. 

* Posts cut from woods whose heartwood cannot be 
treated are best left round. When the heartwood takes 
= readily either round or split posts may be 


' Posis shovld be air dry beture tney are treated or set. 
They should be cut at least a month before treatment. 
Wood dries fastest in spring or summer, but with those 
species which ¢heck badly, such as the oaks, cutting Its 
best done in autumn or early winter. ; 

Even the inner bark should be removed before the 
posts are treated or set, especially from that part of the 
post submerged in the creosote.’ Bark reduces the pene- 
tration of creosote into the wood, besides itself absorbing 
the creosote without increasing the durability of the

According to the Journal of Agriculture, West Aue

A late number states that the 
damage from this source is great. The Journal says: 

“The destruction of condemned fruit this year was fo 
heavy burden on our facilities for such work. Owing 
the inability of the City Council to deal with our ae 
demned stuff at the rubbish destructor, from the begin- 
ning.of February onward, our steam boilers were used 
for the purpose of burning all rejected stuff. The quan- 
tity, some days, was far beyond our capacity, and the 
nuisance of the congestion of such stuff can be readily 
imagined. After destroying about 1200 cases of all sorts 
we are satisfied that some better arrangement will have 
to be made for next season. 

“Besides the coal and labor chargeable to this work 
there is also the corresponding cleaning of the boiler 
tubes and flues, which become coated with the products 
of combustion, all of which tend to rgduce the steaming 
power of a boiler and impede our routine work. A small 
fruit incinerator will have to be provided for this special 
work, as the probability of the quantity of fly-punctured 
stuff diminishing is remote.” 

Pear Blight Conditions. 


HADithe pleasure of driving through a large portion 

of Sutter county a few days ago, and wish to convey 
to the readers of The Times some idea of the devastation 
of one fruit disease in that section. Pear blight in the 
upper Sacramento Valley has so nearly ruined the pear 
industry that even real estate agents have ceased to 
avoid the subject. A few years ago this part of Califor- 
nia was famous for the quantity and quality of its Bart- 
lett pears. It is yet famous for the quality where the 
growers have taken extraordinary care in fighting the 
disease, but growing this fruit will soon be abandoned 
altogether unless concerted and thorough means of con- 
trol are adopted. Now there are less than a half-dozen 
pear orchards in Sutter county that will stand the strain 
two years longer. It is a pitiful sight to see these once 
typical, perfect orchards now coming to absolute ruin, 
and scores have already arrived at that point and have 
been removed by the stump puller. My visit was to see 
the conditions, and with a convention of pear growers 
to try to decide whether it will pay to fight the blight 
further or abandon the industry for a few years, clean 
out all the pear trees and make a new start. 

One of the reasons that will make for the abandon- 
ment of the pear in Sutter county is, the magnificent re- 
sults in other lines of fruit culture that have blessed 
the growers lately. Large plantations of splendid peach 
trees everywhere greet the eye. At twenty years of age 
these trees are full of vigor. No signs of tree decay are 
Every other farmer seemed to be putting out 
another peach orchard, canning clings being the varieties 
in nearly every case. Sutter county is planting grapes 
this spring by hundreds of acres, and the vineyards al- 
ready growing are free from all insect pests and diseases. 
It is a fact that the phylloxera is not known in this 
county, and the local authorities are watching at every 
turn to prevent the, introduction of this pest. No rooted 
vines are allowed to be brought into the county. I think 
I saw a million vines of the Thompson's Seediess grape, 
every vine as sturdy a specimen as could be found. Apri- 
cot culture has been abandoned in the section I visited, 
but. prune orchards were a veritable gold mine last sea- 
son. I was shown orchards that netted $300 and $400 
per acre. No new prune planting was observed, how- 
ever, and this leads to the statement that peaches and 
grapes will be the leading fruit industries of Sutter 
county. A fig orchard of 100 acres is to be planted this 
spring by a man who has made a fortune drying figs 


purchased near Yuba City, the county seat. He to me. 


he would plant entirely to the White Adriatic. I saw 
near the city one of the largest and finest fig orchards in 
the State, and these trees make the prettiest sight of any 
deciduous trees in the world, standing beautiful, pictur- 
esque and of extreme vigor, in the summer time actually 
covering the ground with shade. I saw a row of black 
walnut trees that had_100,000 feet of lumber in it. 


White Fly Campaign. 


I HAVE just gone over the POD infected territory 
at Marysville and Oroville. It may be infected yet. It 
will require a year of constant watchfulness to determine 
whether fly will appear again at these points of in- 
festation. Within a few days I expect to visit the Tevis 
ranch at Bakersfield, and will then have a pretty fair 
idea of present conditions at all places. This is a short 
sketch of the outlook at the present writing. 

At Marysville three trusted employés of the State are 
on guard. They are making a plant-to-plant inspection, 
examining especially all the foliage of the citrus trees 
that had grown last fall and looking out for all possible 
food plants not included for defoliation in last summer's 
order. After these men have thus gone over the whole 
town two of them will be removed and the foreman of 
the work left on guard for a year, if any of the files ap- 
pear at emergent times. The workmen have all the plats 
and records of last summer’s campaign and are makiag

At Oroville the work planned last fall has all been 
completed.

Taro is cultivated in patches of varying sizes. Bach 
patch is surrounded by a dyke containing openings ad- 
mitting water and allowing its exit. These patches are 
extremely irregu and depend on the contour of the 
land both as to size and shape. A valley containing one 
or two square miles will have, perhaps, 200 taro patches 
or fields, and hardly two of them will be alike in size or 
shape. Before planting the taro the water is allowed to 
drain off the fields; the ground is then dug up or plowed 
up and fertilized. The taro plant feeds heavily on phos- 
phoric acid and potash, and removes a large amount of 
these elements from the soil. It is essential to add lime 
to the soil from time to time, and this dressing is applied 
after the removal of the crop, when the soil should then 
be thoroughly mixed and left bare for several weeks. 
The taro plant does not absorb fertilizers from the water 
except through its roots, and as its roots are in the soil 
beneath the main body of water, even though a large 
amount of soluble fertilizer is added to the irrigation 
water only a comparatively small portion will be ab- 
sorbed by the mud at the bottom of the patch and in 
turn be taken up by the roots. Land'‘taro or taro grown 
without irrigation, makes excellent poi, and does not 
seem as readily affected with the root rot as that grown 
under irrigation. 

The land suitable for the cultivation of the water taro, 
the variety which is principally grown, is a rich, deep, 
muck soil, bordering the streams, or occupying the low- 
est portion of the valleys extending back into the moun- 
tains. Land to be capable of growing taro must have 
an abundant supply of running water, and it also needs 
to be very rich.—[Florida Agri¢ulturist. 


The Nasturtium. 


HE masturtium is one of the best annuals, both for 
bedding and for cut flowers. 
and flowers are attractive. and if the latter are cut regu- 
larly, both foliage and flowers are seen at all times. If 
allowed to go to seed they do not bloom well. It is best 
to cut the flowers every evening, and if beds are large 
this is quite a big task, but it keeps the beds gay all the 
season. 
This, unlike most plants, flowers best in rather poor 
soll. When the soi] is very rich there will be more 
leaves than flowers. 


Do not be stingy with the seeds, but plant where there 
is a place for them; have them in large beds, but do not 
plant in the shade. . 

It is a good idea to plant a number of seeds in the 
vegetable garden for cut flowers. There is nothing pret- 


tier than a large bow! of the nasturtiums; then, they are | 


such a cheerful flower. 

It is best to plant them in beds on the level with the 
surrounding surface, as the raised beds dry out so 
quickly. I find best, unless one has some special provis- 
fon for watering them, to have them where so much 
moisture will not be required. 

A Remarkable Pecan Tree. 
PECAN grove is generally considered as being a 
probably ‘profitable investment, but we do not think 
that the possibilities of pecan trees are well understvod. 
The following, from the American Nut Journal, will give 
one instance of the remarkable productiveness of these 
trees in favorable conditions: 

While it is never safe to draw general conclusions 
from a single tree or a single specimen, yet an individual 
pecan or any other fruit or nut tree of remarkable pro- 
ductivity is always interesting. 

We generally associate heavy pecan crops from individ- 
val trees with the alluvial bottom lands of Texas or 
Louisiana or somewhere else in the lower South. But 
we have in mind a pecan tree in Raleigh, N. C.. growing 
on the Piedmont clay with perhaps a little sand mixed 
with it. At any rate the land is very different from river 
bottom land, and in fact is in genera! very much like the 
soil on which a jarge number of pecan orchards have 
been planted west of the Mississippi! River. 

The tree in question stands on the property of Capt. 
B. P. Williamson, treasurer of Wake county, Raleigh, 
N.C., just behind his residence. It wag grown from a 
nut obtained in Texas and planted by the late James F. 
Taylor. The tree is probably thirty-five years or so old. 
It commenced to bear when twelve years old from the 
seed and has not failed to produce a crop every year 
since. In the fall of 1905, when the editor photographed 
the tree, the crop was a little over 300 pounds. This sea- 
son the crop will go about 400 pounds. In regard to the 
price obtained, Capt. Williamson writes: 

“Wp sell all we can spare at 25 cents per pound; 400 
pounds at 25 cents will bring $100, or 10 per cent. on 
$1000, or 5 per cent. on $2000." It is' interesting to note 
how a business man regards his tree. 

The nuts are smal] in size, ovate, and of very fine 
quality, and the tree is a well-developed and exceedingly 
handsome specimen. There are a number of very fine 
pecan trees in the “City of Oaks,” but this is the largest.

PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 
{The Times does not undertake to answer inquiries 
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The Contagion Superstition. 


VENTURA correspondent sends the following 

communication: 

“In the Care of the Body of January 26 you seem 
to scout the idea that disease of any kind is contagious. 
Will you please explain the following coincidence? 

“I was engaged in school teaching in the State of lowa 
some forty years 1go and had what was common in those 
The people 
turned out, old and young, to this school until the school- 
room was packed. There was a young man in the room 
who came from an adjoining district where measles 
were prevalent and ‘came down’ with the measles. There 
had been none in my district prior to this time. A few 
days afterward, perhaps a dozen or more of my pupils 
came down with the disease in one afternoon, and it 
spread so rapidly among my seventy-five pupils that the 
school had to be discontinued for a time. Now, if tbey 
did not take the disease from this man, where did they 


get it?” : ‘ 


In reply to this, the editor of the Care of the Body can- 
not do better than once more to instance the cuse of 
seasickness, where a number of people are taken with 
the same symptoms, at one time. Nobody thinks of cal:- 
ing it an epidemic, or contagious. Nor do they when a 
number of people, being caught on the streets without 
an umbrella, during a rainstorm, get drenched. 

Certain atmospheric conditions favor such diseases as 
smallpox, typhoid fever, diphtheria, etc. Then we have 
what is known as an “epidemic,” the disease attacking 
those who have impurities in their blood,.and graduated 
in severity according to the amount of impurities pres- 
ent. Cold, or damp, or hot, or impure, stagnant, un- 
electrified air and air pressure upon various functions of 
the body favor epidemics, but they will only affect those 
whose blood is impure. 

By the way, if these diseases are “catching,” will some 
eminent defendant of the contagion theory kindly ex- 
plain how it is that some people who are fully exposed 
don’t “catch” it? The only rationa] explanation is the 
theory mentioned in the preceding paragraph. 

The following Associated Press dispatch from San 
Francisco was recently published, in The Times: 

‘Willard P. Hatch, who is delivering a series of free 
lectures on health throughout the State, contending that 
the use of medicine is unnecessary, has announced that 
he will allow himself to be inoculated with the germs of 
any disease, and will agree to work such germs out of 
his system without the use of medicine. 

“Mr. Hatch says that pure blood is all that is neces- 
sary to secure immunity from disease, and in his lecture 
tells the public how, by a proper understanding of natu- 
ral laws, perfect health may be secured and maintained. 
He says: 

“‘In the past fifty years the average human life has 
lengthened ten years. I prophesy that by the expiration 
of fifty years, thirty years more will be added to the av- 
erage human life, and within the same space of time 


‘ there will be a class of understanding people who will 


live without disease and without medicine, and who will 
be able to die with as little pain as they now go to sleep.” 

Mr. Hatch is quite right. In his book “As It Is,” re- 
viewed here a few months ago, Dr. M. J. Rodermund, of 


Milwaukee, told how, without any evil results, he sprayed | 


the poisons of diphtheria, smallpox, scarlet fever, or con- 
sumption into the throat, or had them breathed into the 
lungs, repeating the experiment, in most cases, every 
one or two weeks, for months. He did not make “cul- 
tures” of these poisons and germs, but took the genuine 
stuff, directly from the patients. sometimes carrying 
quantities of -smatipox and scarlet fever scale in his 
pocket for months. As he says, scarlet-fever: scales, 
considered so terribly contagious, are nothing but sweat 
drops, with the water evaporated—principally urea and 
uric acid. We can scrape these same supposed danger- 
ous scales from our body any day, especially those who 
bathe about once a year. The basis of al] other ‘“‘conta- 
gious” diseases is just as simple as this one. Yet) let a 
case of scarlet fever be discovered, and there is a great 
hue and cry. A minion of the political doctors comes 
around, tacks up .a scarlet card—of itself enough to 
scare nervous people into fits—and the inmates are 
locked up, like dangerous wild beasts, although they 
have, perhaps, talked, and shaken hands, and even slept 
with scores of people, during the preceding twenty-four 
hours. 

Leprosy is one of the most awful and most dreaded 
diseases that afflict humanity, and is generally regarded 
as being the most contagious, so that the very word 
“leper” has become a synonymn of something to be 
carefully avoided. In the Woman’s Home Companion 
for January, Jack London, the writer, describes a visit 


he and his wife paid to the lepe? colony on the island of | 


Molokai, where they remained a week, associating inti- 
mately with the unfortunate residents. London says: ~ 

“As regards the fear of leprosy itself, nowhere in the 
settlement, among lepers or non-lepers, did I see any 
sign of it. The chief horror of leprosy obtains in the 
minds of those who have never seen a leper, and who 
do not know anything about the disease. At the hotel at

Leprosy, or any other skin disease, may be communi- 
cated from one person to another, as may syphilis, by 
direct contact, but the idea that you can catch this, or 
any other disease, from merely being in the vicinity’ of 
a person suffering therefrom, is a relic of barbarous su- 
perstition, that is kept alive by the political doctors, and 
causes a vast amount of unnecessary suffering. 

Again, take the bubonic plague, that is giving trouble 
—and work for political doctors—in San Francisco. Fol- 
lowing is from a recent editorial in the Medical Record, 
an “ethical” medical publication: 4 

“In a report to the Fourteenth International Congress 
of Hygiene and Demography, Dr. J. A. Thompson, chief 


of the Department of Public Health of New South Wales, | 


set forth his vfews on this subject, basing them on a 
careful study of the plague epidemic in Sydney, among 
civilized people and under circumstances in which par- 
ticulars concerning the infection of the individuals at- 
tacked could be learned with accuracy. He found that 
the fundamental] question as to the share taken by the 
sick in diffusing the infection remained unsolved. In 
the first epidemic of 303 cases, he had a completo his- 
tory of 289 patients, 276 of whom occypied dwellings 
widely separated from each other; in 266 of the latter 
only a single case occurred, although the greater ma- 
jority had lain at home three days before being reported. 
Ten houses harbored multiple cases, which he divided 
into several groups; in the first, the time of onset of the 


successive cases was almost simultaneous; in the sec- 


ond, twenty-two or more days elapsed after cleansing be- 
fore a second patient was taken ill; in the third group, 
the time relations of the successive cases were such 
that communication from primary patients Was possible. 
In the first two groups, exposure of both of the infected 
members of each household to the same conditions ap- 
pears to have been the determining factor; the cases in 
the third group really also admit this explanation when 
we consider that in 266 households no secondary cases 
occurred. Two other observations which bear on the 
question of communication from the sick were’ made. 
Total want of connection between successive cases in 
the same house was most often established with cer- 
tainty, and the interval between them was often much 
longer than the incubation period. All this evidence, 
according to Thompson, warrants the formulation of the 
general rule that the epidemic sp of plague occurs 
independently of communication of the infection from 
the sick, and it spreads by means which are external to 
man.” 

Not being able to establish proof of cun bet ween 
man and man, the eminent medical “authority” turns to 
the question of communication between rat and man: 
Here, again, he is forced to admit failure, as followr: 

“The facts that the handling of déad plague rats by 
man was rarely followed by infection, that it was often 
possible to exclude contact or even close neighborhood 
between rat and man infected with plague, that plague 
rats were found in forty dwellings, in only four of which 
plague in man was found, go to show that the disease 
is probably not directly communicated from rat to man.” 

Next, the rat-flea theory was advanced. Probably 
we shall, ere long, be told that it is not the rat-fleas, but 
a certain parasite on the flea, that does the damage. 

Always looking for something external—some more or 


less mysterious and malevolent “bug.” Always ignoring” 


the plain and simple cause of disease—filth—inner and 
outer filth, Wasting hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in killing rats, instead of concentrating effort on remov- 


ing the filth, on which the rats feed. They are, like | 


other vermin, beneficent scavengers. If we hadn't flies, 
and rats, and buzzards, and other scavengers, the human 


race would be wiped out of existence by one big epi- 
demic. Remove their food, and these vermin will, of | 


themselves, disappear. To remove them, and leave the 
filth on which they feed, is to provide an increased men- 
ace to the public health—or rather to the health of those 
whose blood is impure, for others are safe. 

Here are a few more instances, showing that bubonic 
plague, like other virulent and dreaded diseases, is not 
“contagious:” 

In Egypt, in 1835, when 9000 persons died, out of ten 
French physicians engaged only one died. Nor was this 
immunity secured by .any precautions. More than a 
hundred postmortem examinations were made, without 
precautions, and without harm. The clothes and effects 
of those who had died were sold, without communicating 
the disease. The hospital at Cairo, where 3000 plague 
patients had been treated, was used for other patients, 
without even changing the bed coverings, immediately 
after the epidemic, and without harm. The exportation 
of cotton from government warehouses was never inter-. 
rupted, though the plague was most destructive in those 
very buildings. It was loaded on English and other 
ships, without any precautions whatever. Twenty-five 
ships, eight of which were infected with plague, con- 
veyed cotton, amounting to 31,000 bales, to England. 
Nevertheless, no case of plague is known to have oc- 
curred among the quarantine officers, or others engaged 
in unloading these ships, or disinfecting their cargoes in 
quarantine. 

Yet, the political doctors, in San Francisco, are actu- 
ally threatening to forbid the landing of Admiral Evans's 
men, because of a few sporadic cases of plague, unless 
the people kill a sufficient number of rats to suit these 
high-salaried officials.

It cannot be utilized 
by the body, and nature therefore proceeds to cast it 
forth, at great cost to the kidneys, which have the main

; SECOND edition has been published of “Sexual In-

Eclectic School of Medicine. 


HE so-called “Eclectic” school of medicine was 

founded in 1830, by Dr. Wooster Beach. It is a drug- 
ging system, but is somewhat in advance of the ordinary 
allopathic, hit or miss practice, of therapeutical guess- 
work. The eclectics use a line of “specific” drugs, put 
up by, Lloyd Brothers, of Cincinnati, and prepared by a 
process invented by Prof. John Uri Lioyd. Prof. Lioyd 
is thé author of a unique and interesting book, entitled 


‘| “Etidorhpa”—Aphrodite, spelled backward. The system 


should be a good thing, in a financial way, for the Cin- 
cinnati firm. ‘ 


The eclectics reject the use of mercury, antimony, etc., 
and also profess to avoid the “abuse” of emetics, cathar- 
tics, diaphoretics and diuretics, to which extent, as the 
editor has said, they are in advance of the allopathic 
school, although they are still far from the exit of the 
medical jungle, so far as the use of drugs is concerned. 
From a hygienic point of view, they may be classed 
about half-way between the allopaths and the homeo- 
paths, the last-named being included by the editor 
among practitioners of suggestive therapeutics.
